Baekground ks legends go, the one that fizzes around the 
champagne coupe is a decadent delight. For centuries, it’s been 
whispered that the glass took its shape from the mould of one of the 
perfectly petite breasts of the hedonistic French queen Marie Antoinette 
- and that her courtiers were encouraged to toast her good health with 
it... The truth is a little less showy - the coupe was actually invented 
around 1663, almost a hundred years before Louis XVI’s doomed wife 
was born, and was crafted in England. 

In the States, it was the only thing to be seen drinking bubbly from 
during the Twenties and Thirties - think underground speakeasies 
during Prohibition, when champagne towers literally overflowed with the 
stuff. In Sixties and Seventies Blighty, meanwhile, our mother’s coupes 
were more likely to be filled to the brim with Babycham than Bolly. 

By the Eighties, the coupe was swept aside in favour of the 
bubbles-retaining flute. And while it’s true that the wide surface area of 
the saucer causes champagne’s effervescence to dwindle, who holds 
on to a glass of Moet long enough for it to get warm and flat? Just ask 
Kate Moss. In 2014, she tapped into the aristocratic Erench myth when 
she had a mould of her left breast made into a champagne coupe in 
collaboration with Mayfair restaurant 34, to celebrate 25 years of loping 
down the catwalk. ‘What an honour to be alongside Marie Antoinette,’ 
said La Moss. And so the legend fizzes on... 
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With a home that already exudes glitz and glamour,

I still get

‘I’m like a kid when it 
comes to anything 
glittery and sparkly 
- 1 try to stay tasteful 
and restrained, but 
sometimes I think, “What 
the hell, let’s go for it!”’ 

It’s just as well that 
Laura and her husband Gary’s superbly glam Thirties home is the best 
place ever to hang it large, with proportions and details that ooze 
movie-star glamour. Think Odeon-style Deco touches from the days 
before multiplexes: decorative leaded glass, a foyer-sized hall and a central 
staircase that leads up to a landing complete with plush velvet seating. 

The ta-dah! scale of the house wasn’t lost on the couple when they 
found their northwest London home, despite the ‘weird abandoned air’ 
that hung about its rooms when they first viewed it. The decor was 
outdated and upstairs had a cramped feel, thanks to a long, gloomy 
corridor across the width of the house. Back then, the cinematic mood 
was more The Shining than The Grand Budapest Hotel. 

A four-metre-length, double-floor extension built at the back, a wall 
of steel-framed windows installed downstairs and a generous landing 
remodelled above changed all that, helping to reinstate the house’s 
original grandeur. The build was a long haul, with the family moving in 
just before last Christmas. But that’s not quite the Hollywood ending it 
sounds. ‘We rolled up with the removal van mid-December - but only 
the top floors were liveable,’ says Laura. ‘We had to decamp to a friend’s 
house for Christmas dinner because we had no kitchen.’ However, living 
above the builders was one way to get things back on schedule: ‘In a 
nice-but-firm way, we gave them the message,’ says Laura. ‘Here we are 
- a family with three kids and two dogs. It’s January. We need a kitchen! ’ 

As well as reconfiguring the floor plan on the first floor to accommodate 
Laura and Gary’s master suite, a loft extension was also added. This is now 
Harvey and Luke’s ‘boys’ zone’, with pitched walls and Shaker panelling 
in a style that flows seamlessly down to rest of the house. ‘We wanted 
the top floor to have character. I hate to see a bland dormer box plonked 
on top of a period house,’ says Laura. 



The central staircase 
that gracefully descends 
into the hall was always 
a big attraction of the 
house and Gary and 
Laura mirrored the 
architectural symmetry 
by adding sets of double 
doors to the living 
spaces. So the cinema 
room - an atmospheric, 
indulgent den between 
the living room and the 
library - has double 
doors at each end. 

‘We wanted to put the Thirties features back into the house, but with 
a modern take,’ says Laura. So timber panelling replaced Seventies Artex, 
parquet flooring was reinstated and the house was re-equipped with a full 
set of handsome fireplaces. ‘We used a team of builders, but we designed 
and project-managed the rebuild and sourced everything,’ she adds. 

Laura’s eye for putting together a look is partly the result of her previous 
career as a model. ‘I worked right up until I had Gracy’ she recalls. ‘Even 
then, I still modelled clothes with my bump. I used to go into Marks & 
Spencer and see my tummy on the front of rows and rows of maternity 
tights. . . Oh, the glamour!’ she says with a laugh. But while Laura was 
sitting around on shoots, ‘I wasn’t gazing blankly into space,’ she 
continues. ‘I watched how the stylists put a look together, the difference 
lighting makes and how to combine colours and shapes. I took it all in.’ 
Having modelled her way from Eighties power suits to Nineties florals, 
Laura also developed a feel for styles that endure. Some of her favourite 
interiors pieces are vintage finds or, like her Eornasetti ceramics, ‘timeless 
pieces of good design’. In her en suite, a pair of mermaid-shaped sconces 
hit just the right escapist glam note - even better, they were an inspired 
Portobello buy. ‘Eor once, I think the dealer was dabbling outside his 
comfort zone and didn’t realise what gems he had,’ she says. 

Laura’s also a big eBay fan and her latest find is a set of wicker furniture 
in the sitting room - a warm contrast to the grey backdrop. But not half 
as good as her tumble of bright, glittery Christmas baubles or strings of 
circus-style bulbs. ‘The run-up to the festivities can be so busy and full-on,’ 
says Laura. ‘Sometimes I yearn to escape to a tropical beach. But I know 
I’d miss all the excitement and tinsel - Christmas wouldn’t be the same 
without a little bit of craziness . . .’

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ark colours in a sunny climate seem counterintuitive, but they work 
seamlessly in Scott and Monique’s airy, industrial-style home. Even at 
this time of year, when, says Scott, the sun doesn’t set until eight in the 
evening and the weather is ‘awesome and hot’. The couple avoid the 
- madness of Cape Town over the festive season (and the ‘crazy traffic’, 
Scott adds) by hanging out at home with friends. The city’s legendary New Year carnival, 
onKaapseKlopse, where locals dress up and parade through the streets, takes place and 
is, says Scott, ‘really festive and pretty cool to watch. Unless you aim to sleep at any stage’. 

If the house looks like a slab of Manhattan-style loft living transported to a hip South 
African suburb, it’s because that’s exactly what was intended. The inspiration for the space 
- and the colours - was New York, a place Scott has visited for work many times. ‘All I ever 
wanted was an open-plan, upstairs loft apartment with the least amount of wall possible,’ 
he says. Not living in the US, he would have to improvise. His love was, he says, ‘raw brick, 
really industrial, barn door entrances. . . that kind of stuff. He has it here in spades. 

Scott and Monique started house hunting more than a year ago, looking for something 
to knock down or renovate. The first place Scott set eyes on wasn’t an apartment, but a 
wrecked single-storey period house-turned-hairdresser’s-salon in the Vredehoek district, 
near to the city centre, with views of Table Mountain. Some would have walked swiftly in 
the opposite direction, but he knew immediately he had seen what he wanted. ‘People 
say, when you walk into a place, you either get the feeling or you don’t and I loved it 
straightaway’ says Scott. ‘It was open plan, with hardly any walls, no kitchen, nothing. So 



the perfect set-up for us, despite the disgusting 
colours’. Which colours? ‘How long have you 
got?’ asks Scott. ‘Pink, purple, peach, blue. . . all 
with various frills and spills. But the bones of 
the house were amazing.’ He returned with 
Monique the next day and pretty soon, they 
were steeped in the renovation. 

Fortunately, their ideas were in tune. Both 
are self-confessed design-obsessives with a 
love for old and new, so disagreements were 
minimal. ‘We knew exactly what we wanted,’ 
says Scott. ‘We did some research, but that was 
more to show the builder.’ 

Take the ‘unfinished’ wall in the kitchen, 
for example - a mix of original bricks and 
more recently installed concrete blocks. ‘It 
was a difficult look to explain,’ says Scott. ‘We 
wanted the wall finished and screeded, then 
chipped away to look as though bits had fallen 
off. Luckily, the builder understood and what 
we got in the end is amazing’. 

The colour scheme was a simple choice, 
because both he and Monique like dark, rich 
shades - they chose deep greys and blues to 
work with the raw brick and concrete. ‘We 
really like it at the moment,’ says Scott. ‘But, 
you know, that could change.’ The interior is 
a blend of old and new, shop-sourced and 
vintage, plus a liberal smattering of family 
heirlooms and photographs. 

Like many of the surrounding houses, Scott 
and Monique’s dates from the Thirties, when 
the area was a booming suburb. The duo kept 
many of the original fixtures: the Oregon pine 
floorboards were re-laid, the living room 
fireplace was refurbished and the fagade of the 
house was left intact. Original ceilings were 
uncovered during the refurb. ‘The previous 
owner had lowered them by half a metre - for 
what reason I cannot understand,’ says Scott. 

The inevitable snag came when it was time 
for the pair to move from their old apartment 
into the house, which wasn’t ready in the 
slightest, so they lived in the unfinished spare 
room for six weeks, unable to even make a 
coffee and with just a microwave for company. 
‘But our builder made it his mission to get us 
comfortable as soon as possible,’ says Scott. 

Now their home is complete, 
they’re quietly pleased with 
the space - even if the design’s 
baffling to some of their friends. 
Industrial-style interiors aren’t 
commonplace in Cape Town 
houses. ‘We really like the feel 
of the open-plan bedroom and 
bathroom,’ says Scott. ‘The 
builder and everyone else were 
a bit worried about it, but we’re 
really okay with it. And some 
people don’t get the kitchen 
walls at all. Our domestic lady 
keeps asking us when it’s going 
to be finished!’ 

So did he and Monique get 
the industrial warehouse feel 
they wanted? ‘It’s not exactly 
a loft. . . but we did as best we 
could,’ says Scott. ‘So, yes, we’re 
pretty happy with the result.’

'Obviously this is a party house,' 



says Jim Read, ‘and we’ve designed it to be just that.’ A huge 
and elegant space, it’s a fabulous family home that can flip 
easily into a place to entertain. This New Year, Jim and his wife 
Chloe, owners of Newgate Clocks and Watches, will have a 
proper bash - light fires and candles in every room and push 
the Chesterfield back against the window. Then, they’ll get 
the place into full-on festive mode with their children and 
friends congregating for ‘hopefully a wild night’ says Jim. ‘The 
messier the better.’ They invite the entire street, so never have 
to worry about complaints from neighbours. The final touch 
is the fairy lights on windows and doors, which are designed, 
says Jim, not to be visible during the day, but are so bright, 
they can illuminate the house at night. 

This time last year, they had only just moved in, which is 
as good an excuse as any to celebrate. Eighteen months ago, 
looking for a new family home outside of Shrewsbury, Chloe 
and Jim were feeling despondent after the property they 
wanted fell through and, antsy to move, decided to look at 
‘any house at all that was remarkable’. A couple of weeks later, 
their agent phoned to say something was coming on the 
market that night. She sent one photograph. ‘As soon as we 
saw it, we had that hairs-on-the-back-of-the-neck feeling you 
get when you see something and you just knowi says Jim. ‘We 
begged her to show it to us the next day and sure enough, it 
was amazing.’ Within three weeks, they were the new owners. 

What appealed to them most about the house were the 
proportions. ‘It’s not only a crazy designer thing, but it’s also 
that Chloe and I have always had a yearning for the big classic 
Georgian houses that are completely symmetrical’ In fact, 

Jim and Chloe used to walk past the house when they were in 
their twenties and admired it. Built in 1770, it has had various 



incarnations over the years, including a spell as a maternity hospital. ‘Our games and 
cinema room was the gynaecologist’s study’ says Jim. 

When they first viewed the house, every single original feature was still intact and 
the interiors had hardly been touched. ‘Although so dishevelled, it was a bit like Miss 
Havisham’s house,’ says Jim. Someone else’s unfinished project, they had to complete 
what the previous owners had started, but wanted to leave it as complete as possible. All 
it needed, says Jim, was repair, ‘lots of TLC’ and a team of craftsmen to work their magic 
on the interior. Jim and Chloe have cleverly allowed the house to dictate what they do 
inside and when they couldn’t find exactly what worked, Jim made it. 

‘What was important was the house was an inspiration for what we do,’ says Jim, 
who works from home at least two days a week (Newgate’s main office in Oswestry, 
Shropshire, is 30 minutes away). The couple set up the company in 1990 and have 
grown the business from a tiny cottage industry operating from a spare room to 
supplying upmarket department stores. The brand has recently expanded into watches, 
which, as with their clocks, are informed by their mutual love of mid-century furniture 
and accessories. Jim has a collection of ‘hundreds’ ofvintage clocks, 99 per cent 
of which, he says, are in storage (though you’ll see a few around the house too). 

Both Jim and Chloe have parents who are antiques dealers, so sourcing vintage is 
in their DNA. ‘We both had childhoods sitting in the back of Volvos in a tiny space 
surrounded by stuff our parents had bought at auctions and house clearances,’ he says. 
This background has shaped how they source their furniture - they still go to car boots 
and antiques fairs, but they are clever buyers. ‘All our chandeliers, for example, have 
been reasonably priced,’ says Jim. ‘Because we know the business from our parents, 
we have a feel for what prices should be.’ 

Designing and making clocks and watches is, of course, all about precision and 
attention to detail, which is absolutely reflected in the house. But it’s also a family home 
too. The only downside to the space is that, even with refurbished windows, the house 
is still drafty. ‘We just wear jumpers a lot of the time and we have loads of open fires and 
keep them running as much as we can,’ says Jim. ‘In fact, there’s only a short period in 
the summer when we don’t have fires. But then, they’re so lovely, aren’t they?’

so of course my New Year’s Eve celebrations involve 
food,’ says a smiling Guido Casty ‘It takes an hour’s 
walk to get there through the snowy forest. But 
after my friends and family have enjoyed the meal, 
we’ll ride back in a horse-drawn carriage.’ 

It’s an incredibly romantic way for Guido to 
return to his cabin, set in an idyllic Swiss village 
- but this is no cute//e/<^/-style homestead. ‘Lots 
of people tell me it looks like a nuclear bunker,’ he 
says, laughing. ‘Then they step inside and they’re 
blown away by how comfortable the place is.’ That 
disconnect between the cabin’s appearance and 
its inviting atmosphere shouldn’t be so surprising. 
Like a Rachel Whiteread sculpture, the 40 sq m 
building is cast in concrete, using an old timber 
cabin as a mould. The result is thick walls featuring 
log-shaped indents imprinted with the knots and 
grain of the original wood. 

‘This Alpine village of Films is famous for its 
natural landscape, so the regulations around what 
can and can’t be built here are strict,’ says Guido. 
‘The former structure was decaying, but the 
preservation rules demanded that “its character be 
retained and preserved”. I didn’t just want to rebuild 
it, so I asked a local architecture practice to submit 
a more daring design.’ 

It took two years for building consent to be 
granted and then six months for the construction 
work to be complete. The cabin was first removed, 
so that the cellar carved into the rock beneath could 
be rebuilt and insulated. When that was done, the 
cabin was craned back in place and used as a mould 
for the walls. ‘The most nerve-racking moment was 
the pouring of the concrete,’ Guido recalls. ‘It was 
tricky for the builders as they had to be sure the 
concrete wouldn’t leak out. And the whole job 
had to be cast in one day to ensure the structural 
integrity of the building.’ 

To maintain the cabin’s aesthetic and make the 
most of the floor space, more concrete was used to 
create benches and even the bath - all warmed, like 
the floors, with a concealed heating system. 

‘I can’t deny that I was nervous about stepping 
inside for the first time,’ Guido admits. ‘I couldn’t 
see how concrete could have the warmth of wood, 
but I was instantly struck by its tactile quality and 
the variation in colour throughout.’ 

Care has been taken to create a cosy feel in the 
monastic space - walls are gently angled; the doors, 
window frames and kitchen cabinets are made from 
white pine; and picture windows look out on to 
rock formations and forests, their elemental force 
somehow making the rooms seem more intimate 
in comparison. ‘The cabin stays true to its first 
function, which is to provide refuge, but it also has 
a power that stands up to its dramatic setting,’ says 
Guido. ‘Waking up here on New Year’s Day is an 
incredible experience. You only have to look out 
of the window to see why’

‘It took me five days to decide the order in which to re-lay them,’ 
says Arun. ‘We arranged them on the concrete floor to get the colour 
variation spot-on.’ 

GET THE LOOtCfhe kitchen is by KDCUK. This is Eiica 's Ceiestiai extractor 
hood. The giazingis from Cuimax. The waii iights are from Heai's. Find the 
artwork and moss dog at Abigaii Ahern. The vase is from Habitat. 
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With the boys nearly bouncing off the walls, 

it’s clear that Christmas is fast approaching 



in the Batra household in southwest London. ‘Because I’m Indian and my 
wife Susanne is German, the different cultural celebrations stretch from 
the 24th to the 26th of December’, says Arun, the driving force behind 
this beautiful family setting. ‘That means the festivities just go on and on! 
But if there’s one thing we love in this house, it’s a party’ 

It soon becomes apparent to anyone approaching the front door of the 
Edwardian terrace that a welcome mat isn’t needed to convey the convivial 
atmosphere inside. ‘It was important that, above all else, we would totally 
enjoy living in this space,’ says Arun. ‘Yes, I wanted it to look amazing, but, 
for me, a home is your place of safety and wellbeing, so comfort was crucial. 
Go too far with design and it can feel alienating.’ 

Yet great design is often about seeing the potential in the bare bones. 
Arun, who has an exceptional eye for detail - ‘And a touch of OCD’, he 
quips - first viewed the property with a heavily pregnant Susanne. ‘The 
estate agent even asked us if we’d mind if she waited outside,’ Arun recalls. 
‘She was convinced the house wasn’t for us, but I just thought, “This is it!”’ 
Unperturbed by the sorry state of the interior, the couple decided to 
embark on a full-blown renovation, which would take the best part of a year 
- meaning everything, except the original cornices and some tiling, would 
go. But with a second child imminent, practicalities forced Susanne to return 
to Germany to stay with her parents while Arun concentrated on the build. 

‘We exchanged contracts the day Milo was born, which my Indian father 
took as averyluckysign,’ Arun recalls. ‘But living separately for 12 months 
was hard. Susanne, our eldest son Oskar and the baby came back regularly 
and she was brilliant at helping with the major decisions, such as choosing 
the kitchen and the flooring, but most of the time, I was running my own 
business organisation, working on the house and missing them all terribly’ 



When it came to the more complex additions, the design team at A1 
Project Management helped Arun execute his vision. Aside extension and 
glass roof in the kitchen - ‘When there’s a full moon, it lights up the whole 
area,’ says Arun - dealt with the often gloomy Edwardian interior, while 
a statement staircase took the design to another level. ‘I’m a perfectionist,’ 
Arun admits. ‘I wanted an electronic glass window above the bath - it slides 
back so you can lie under the stars - and I insisted during the work that the 
back of the house be lowered another metre. The builders told me I was 
crazy, but I knew the extra height would create a feeling of grandeur.’ 

With the tough bit now a dinner party story, the family can kick back and 
enjoy the impressive result. Arun loves the fact that an open-plan ground 
floor means all the main action happens on the same level. ‘It feels relaxed 
and modern, comfortable and welcoming - everything we wanted,’ he says. 
Parquet flooring, bare-brick walls, squashy furnishings and the occasional 
contemporary show stopper all put a unique stamp on the aesthetic. With 
a mix of three cultures - Indian, German and British - it’s inevitable the 
decor would be a collaboration of influences. Asian artwork nestles next 
to 20th-century furniture and Scandi knick-knacks (Susanne ’s home town 
is near the Danish border). ‘We’ve learned to embrace our backgrounds,’ 
says Arun, smiling. ‘The house and our children are products of that.’ 

So, with Christmas just a blink away, the family are gearing up for their 
festive marathon. ‘It all starts with the German celebrations on the 24th, 
when it’s a custom to eat carp - not my favourite,’ says Arun with a grimace. 
‘Then the children leave out mince pies for Santa’s visit on the 25th, followed 
by curried turkey with my mum a day later. The whole affair is one crazy 
mash-up. . . And we wouldn’t want it any other way’

EMMA SIMS HILDITCH 

The designer on the tricks she picked up in the film hiz, her inspirations and 
why creating a home for George Clooney would be her dream job

light, colour and detail, but also how to organise 
design on a large scale, juggling crews, locations 
and set. In 1995, 1 set up my own interior design 
practice. My first big commission was a manor house 
for a family with eight children! 

How do people describe your style? 

My interiors have been variously described as ‘radiating 
palpable tranquillity’ and a ‘breezy 21st-century take 
on English countryside style’. Creating areas of light 
and shade is one of the most important aspects of my 
designs - I like to use a lot of fresh colours, natural 
materials such as wood, stone and linen, then mix in 
just a hint of metallics and mirror to reflect light. 

What makes a timeless interior? 

It’s about getting the bones of the space right - solid 
stone and wood flooring sets the whole foundation for 
a scheme. I love wide, engineered oak boards, which 



ombining a clean, fresh, neutral colour palette 
and emphasis on natural, earthy materials, 

Emma Sims Hilditch brings the same elegant, 
understated approach to a city townhouse as she 
a country retreat. In the business for two 
decades, her design practice is based just outside 
Bath and she’s also the creative director of home 
lifestyle brand Neptune. Here, she shares her 
design secrets... 

How did you get started in interior design? 

I’m the great-granddaughter of a Royal Academician 
and my mother had a flair for interiors, so I grew up 
immersed in a world of art, architecture and design. 

I started my career, though, with a business degree 
and a job in film production, working with Ridley 
Scott. It was a great way not only to learn all about

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work well with underfloor heating. For quick, affordable 
updates, I use bursts of colour as a finishing touch, 
which can then be easily changed or added to in 
layers with soft furnishings and seasonal decorations. 
What are your top tips for success? 

Get the lighting right. Think in advance about the 
infrastructure for wiring, so you can accommodate 
low-, mid- and high-level lighting. A proper pigment 
paint is essential, otherwise you never get the right 
texture on walls. I like to use Little Greene’s Slaked 
Lime and Neptune’s Silver Birch on woodwork. 
Driftwood on walls and, for a cosy scheme, 

Neptune’s Moss on panelling. 

Do you have any unusual design ideas? 

I like to team a woollen chair with cotton velvet piping. 
Panelling and moulding can be modern too, giving 
depth and interest to a room. Round mirrors create 
an unusual effect and lend a more contemporary feel. 
Half-height panelling on walls or tongue-and-groove 
used on a ceiling can really change a room - this 
is a great trick with pitched ceilings in an attic, rather 
than using simple plaster. 

What inspires you? 

I look for inspiration wherever I am, whether it’s the 
beautiful Cotswolds countryside or a smart design 
hotel. Every country gives me different ideas too - 
I particularly love the Belgian style, understated, 
elegant and natural in its approach. Axel Vervoordt 
is a master of design; so too Marco Meneguzzi. 

How do you start a new project? 

I look at the interior architecture, the context, the 
history of the house to inspire what I’ll do next. Not 
doing this can make it all go wrong - an old castle 
with purple padded walls won’t work, it needs to be 
sympathetic, with materials that don’t date. Rooms 
must always have form and function - sofas must be 
comfortable, chairs can’t wobble - because whether 
it’s a home, a hotel or a restaurant, people are at the 
heart of every design and my interiors are for living in. 
How do you marry the old with the new? 

When we designed the restaurant at Galoot Manor in 
the Cotswolds, we broke down the traditional barriers 
between kitchen, restaurant and bar to create an airy 
and vibrant interior space, but remained sensitive to 
the building’s impressive seven-century history by 
ensuring the restoration work reflected the original 
spirit of every stone and beam. 

How does the location influence the end design? 

I recently decorated a house in Cornwall and puzzled 
a lot over how to create a contemporary British 
seaside feel without going overboard on nautical or 
ocean references. I put the hues of sea and sky, with 
watery blues and sandy neutrals to one side, and 
spent a long time looking at the landscape, where I 
discovered a whole other range of colours, from rich, 
chocolaty browns to hints of orangey-pink. I finished 
it off with chunky woven textures and contemporary 
furniture in glass and metal to bring in an element 
of reflection, just like the sea glinting in the sun. 
What’s up next? 

We’re working on the refurbishment of a Grade 
ll-listed family house in Wiltshire, the former family 
home of Laura Ashley in North Wales and an exciting 
hotel project in central London. 

And if there was one house you could design? 

I’d love to try to charm George Clooney into moving 
to Wiltshire. He’s always so elegantly dressed, I like 
to think I could design a home that suits his suave, 
old-school Hollywood lifestyle.
